Italy.

administered in order to obtain satisfactory
results in cholera have not been sufficiently
ascertained. For diarrhea and enema, one-thir- d

of tincture of guaco and two-third- s ol
water, to be repealed, il necessary, every three
hours. In drink, to quench the Inextinguish-
able thirst which cholera always occasions, a
decoction of guaco, wltti a sliulit addition of
alcohol, is administered tvH. This decoction
was the only drink allowed at Amiens; the
patient? themselves, moreover, preferring it to
any other liquid. The reaction sets in slo wly,
but is not followed by nny distressingsyniptoins,
as is the c.ise whf n it is sudden.
